asked. Commissioner Prentiss responded to this stating that efforts are 
being made regarding conservation of energy within the Rockingham 
Nursing Home. 


The Executive Committee accepted the recommendations of the

SALARIES COMMITTEE 
Chairman: Honorable Patricia M. Skinner 


Representative Skinner spoke to the Executive Committee regarding 
salaries, and the Committee’s recommendations. She noted the new job 
classification system, and noted that as a result of these new job 
Classifications, increases in salaries have been done. Rep. Skinner spoke to 
the new pay scale, in conjunction with the classification system. 


Representative Norton spoke in opposition to the new classification 
system. He stated that there have been many problems created in other 
facilities due to the merit system. He noted that such systems have a 
tendency to get out of hand, and that it sometimes works in reverse. 


Rep. Skinner spoke to the new classification system being modernized. She 
stated that such a system would give employees incentive. She then 
distributed copies of the Explanation and Use of Classification Level 
Criteria to each member of the Executive Committee. 


Commissioner Prentiss spoke to the new job classification system and 
Personnel Rules and Regulations. He noted the process regarding the merit 
system. He also answered questions regarding cost of living raises within 
the new system. Commissioner Prentiss stated that this increase is 
compounded within the increase of merit. 


The Executive Committee reviewed the recommendations put forth by the 
Salary Sub-Committee. The recommendations of the salary sub- 
committee were accepted. 


SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT & JAIL COMMITTEE 
Chairman: Honorable Ruth L. Griffin 


Representative Griffin reported regarding the Sheriff's Department and Jail 
Sub-Committee. She stated that within the budget, a request was made for 
an assistant for the radio technician. She spoke to the abilities of the radio 
technician, stressing the need for an assistant. She also spoke to the 
position of the assistant juvenile officer for the Sheriff's Department. She 
stated that the person currently doing that job, will now become a matron at 
the Jail Facilities for females, but has asked that she remain in her work, 
working with juveniles. Questions pertaining to a clergy person being 
included within the budget were raised. Rep. Griffin spoke to this, stating 
that there has never been a request for a clergy person within the Sheriff's 
Department budget. 


Representative Boucher spoke to the hiring process of the Sheriff's 
Department. Commissioner Prentiss spoke to this process of handling 
personnel. 


The Executive Committee accepted the recommendations of the Sheriff's 
Department and Jail Sub-Committee as presented by Representative 
Griffin, Chairman. 





BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 
Chairman: Honorable Ednapearl F. Parr 


Representative Parr spoke to the report of the Bicentennial Committee. She 
stated that she submitted her report to the Commissioners, as well as the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. Rep. Parr reviewed the report 
submitted, detailing all of the expenses incurred. 


The Executive Committee reviewed the report as presented by 
Representative Ednapearl F. Parr. The report was accepted. Congratu- 
lations were extended to Representative Ednapearl F. Parr for an excellent 
job well done. , 


BLUE RIBBON SALARY COMMITTEE 
Chairman: Honorable Charles E. Cummings 


Rep. Cummings stated that the following representatives comprised the 
Blue Ribbon Salary Committee: Honorable William P. Boucher, Honorable 
Patricia M. Skinner, Honorable Barbara T. Ganley and Honorable Ashton J. 
Norton. He stated that the committee met previously to discuss executive 
salaries of Rockingham County. He noted that the Registry of Probate’s 
salary was set by statue, and that the Clerk of Court’s salary was appointed, 
as was the position. He noted that the salaries of the County 
Commissioners was discussed, and that recommendations were put forth 
as follows: County Commissioners salaries be increased to $10,000.00 
per year with an additional increase to the Chairman of $1,000.00 and an 
additional increase to the Clerk of $500.00. The Committee also 
recommended that the salary of the Register of Deeds be $24,000.00, noting 
that this salary increase was so voted unanimously by the Committee. The 
Committee made no recommendations regarding salary adjustments. An 
increase of $10,000.00 was voted for the Sheriff's salary. It was stated that 
his current salary of $21,000.00 was increased to $31,000.00. The 
Committee took no action regarding the budget of the Probate Judge. 
Commissioner Prentiss spoke to the total amount as recommended for the 
Sheriff's salary. He specifically pointed out the administrative procedure of 
breaking down the salary to that of Sheriff and Jailer. Discussion followed 
pertaining to the Judge of Probate, whereupon Rep. Griffin moved, 
seconded by Rep. Skinner to have the Executive Board review the Judge of 
Probate’s budget for 1978. It was noted that a budget was submitted for the 
_ Judge of Probate. This motion was not voted upon. 


COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE COMMITTEE 
Chairman: Honorable Kenneth Gould 


Representative Gould stated that although the Committee never met 
formally, he had met with the Cooperative Extension Service, reviewing 
their budget. 


The Executive Committee accepted the recommendations of the 
Cooperative Extension Service Committee, as recommended by 
Representative Gould. 


RETIREMENT COMMITTEE 
Chairman: Honorable John H. Stimmell 


Rep. Stimmel spoke to the Retirement Committee, and their 
recommendations. He noted a previous problem regarding retirement 
involving two employees of the Superior Court. He stated that this situation 








has been taken up with the County Attorney. Rep. Griffin spoke to this 
problem, stating that in a previous meeting, the problem of reimbursement 
was noted, and that such problems could be eleviated by extracting the 
required sums necessary for reimbursement to these two people from a 
designated fund in the Superior Court, which Mr. Samaha had related to. It 
was requested that the Superior Court/County Attorney Sub-Committee 
investigate the fund which Mr. Samaha spoke to. After further discussion, 
Rep. Wilson moved, seconded by Rep. Boucher to respectfully request the 
Superior Court/County Attorney Sub-Committee investigate the fund that 
Mr. Samaha referred to, which if utilized, could reimburse the two 
employees of the Superior Court. It was noted for record that this 
investigation would be done to satisfy questions as this fund did not appear 
in the 1977 or 1978 budget for the Superior Court.

Rep. Quimby spoke to his motion stating that he felt that the sub-committee 
of Special Budget Requests act as a liaison for the Rockingham County 
Human Services Coordinating Council, acting in coordination. Rep. Erler 
spoke against the motion, stating that he felt there was need for a CETA 
position, that could handle this county-wide service. He noted that this 
service was useful for selectmen and other officials, noting that it could 
come under the umbrella of county government with supplemental support 
from CETA. Rep. Blanchette spoke to an overseeing machanism for the 
accounting process of this agency.

PUBLIC HEARING 
MARCH 3, 1978 


PURPOSE: TO consider and make recommendations to the 
Executive Committee on the salaries of the elected officials of 
Rockingham County. 


Vice Chairman, William P. Boucher of the Blue Ribbon Salary 
Committee, called the meeting to order at 7:15 P.M. and stated the 
purpose of the meeting was to consider and make recommendations to 
the Executive Committee on salaries of the elected officials of 
Rockingham County. He asked for input from the public regarding their 


; recommendations. He asked for alternative courses of action that could 


be taken, and suggested the public submit testimony regarding 
recommendations for Rockingham County elected official salaries. 


Mrs. T. Ann Webster Marvel of Raymond, N.H. questioned the number of 
sheriffs in New Hampshire who are jailers and sheriffs. The following 
counties in New Hampshire have positions of sheriff and jailer combined: 
Hillsboro County - Sheriff: $16,200.00, Jailer: $11,500.00; Belnap 
County - Sheriff: $16,302.00, Jailer: $15,334.00; Merrimack County - 
Sheriff: $18,700.00, Jailer: $14,500.00; Rockingham County - Sheriff: 
$12,600.00 - Jailer: $8,400.00. 


Mr. Bedford Caddy of Newmarket, N.H. spoke in favor of accepting the 
Blue Ribbon Salary recommendations. Mr. Neil Parker of Kingston, N.H. 
spoke to the increase proposed for the sheriff, stating that he deserved 
this salary increase. He asked to go on record in favor on the increase 
suggested by the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee. Mrs. Evelyn Marconi of 
Portsmouth, N.H. spoke to the salary increases, as proposed by the Blue 
Ribbon Salary Committee. She asked to go on record in favor of the 
Committee’s recommendations, and read a letter from Mr. Michael 
Marconi, also in favor on the Committee’s recommendations. Mr. John 
Flanders of Kingston, N.H. spoke in regards with working with the sheriff. 
He stated that the sheriff has saved the taxpayers money through Crime 
Commission grants, which have been utilized in Rockingham County, in 
the Sheriffs Department. He asked to be recorded as in favor of 
accepting the recommendations proposed by the Blue Ribbon Salary 
Committee for the Sheriff's salary. 


Rep. Pucci asked for clarification, stating that it was not the person who 
was being taken into account, but rather the office, in speaking in regards 
to the salary for the Sheriff's Department. Rep. Pucci spoke to senior 
citizens in Salem, N.H. who wished to go on record as opposed to the 
Blue Ribbon Salary Committee’s recommendations. Rep. Pucci stated 
that, as a member of the Salem Council on Aging, she was submitting 
documentation stating their opposition. Also submitted from the Town 
of Salem, was the opposition of the Legislative Delegation of Salem, 
regarding the recommendations of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee. 


Mr. John Karakostis of Hampstead, N.H. spoke to his concerns that the 
increases involved, were a great amount of money. He questioned 
whether these increases were to much to ask. He questioned when the 
last salary increase was given to the Sheriff. Rep. Ganley of Exeter spoke 
to his question, stating that it had been a seven year period since the 
Sheriff's position had a raise. Rep. Pucci questioned this length of time. 

It was stated for record that the sheriff never asked for a raise, and that it 
was the recommendations of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee. Rep. 
Skinner spoke to the reclassification of employees through the new 


system which was implemented by Rockingham County. Mrs. T. Ann 
Webster Marvel of Raymond, N.H. questioned what the salary increase 
for the sheriff would compute to over a 7 year period for each taxpayer in 
Rockingham County. It was stated that this would compute out tosucha 
low sum, it would be minute. 


Mr. Robert Carey of Exeter, N.H. asked to go on record in favor of the 
Blue Ribbon Salary Committee’s recommendations. He stated that he 
believed these increases were in line with industry and in professional 
business. A question was raised from Mr. Edward Gustafson of Exeter 
regarding the jurisdiction of the jailer position. He questioned the 
compensation of a salary increase and stated that a division should be 
made of the salary of the sheriff and jailer. He stated that he was in 
opposition of a 7% increase. Rep. John Hoar of Epping, N.H. 
questioned whether the salary increases, when made, are retroactive. He 
asked to go on record as opposed to any elected official, during their 
term in office, receiving any salary increase. He stated that if any salary 
increases are to be made, they be made at the end of the term. Rep. 
Blanchette of Newmarket, N.H. spoke strongly in favor of not giving any 
raise to an elected official while they are holding an office. She stated 
that the person running for an elected office should evaluate the position. 
She added that the person running for office should know well in 
advance, what they will be receiving for asalary while in that office. She 
added that salary increases should be looked at a regular basis. Rep. 
Blanchette stated that the salary of jailer should not be discussed, as it 
was not an elected position. 


Mrs. Francis Kane of Exeter spoke in favor of not discussing the salary of 
the jailer, as she also felt that, since it was not an elected position, it 
should not be discussed. Mr. Richard Marcella of East Kingston asked to 
go on record in favor of the sheriff receiving a salary increase. Mr. 
Edward Hebert of Windham, N.H. stated that he was generally in favor of 
the salary increases as proposed by the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee. 
He compared these salary increases to private industry, stating that these 
elected positions hold a lot of responsibility. Mr Edward Castle of Exeter, 
N.H. spoke in favor of a salary increase, but did not agree with the amount 
as was proposed for the Sheriff. Mrs. Jean Hilliard of Exeter spoke to the 
possibility of seperating the two positions, since they are both very 
responsible positions. Mr. Peter Bond of Exeter spoke to competitive 
salaries, and that he was in favor of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee’s 
recommedations. Mr. Robert Marvel of Raymond, N.H. stated that he 
worked in conjunction with the Sheriff in the implementation of the 
polygraph operators/program. He stated that this program alone, has 
saved the taxpayers of Rockingham County a substantial amount of 
money. Rep. Gaskill spoke to the Commissioners salaries. He suggested 
that their salaries be increased to $10,000.00 with an additional increase 
of $1,000.00 for the Chairman and $500.00 for the Clerk. He stated that it 
was his feeling that the job descriptions for elected officials should be 
studied in great length. Rep. Campbell spoke to the proposal submitted 
by the legislative Delegation from Salem, N.H. and the Salem Senior 
Citizens. She suggested that the separation of Sheriff and Jailer be done. 
Rep. Douglas Scamman of Stratham spoke in favor of the Blue Ribbon 
Salary Committee’s recommendations. He added that the salaries of the 
Sheriff and Jailer should be separated with designation that as long as 
one person holds two jobs, it should be considered as two salaries. He 
stated that he wanted these pay increases effective this year, noting the 





statue which states that pay raises are to be considered every other year. 


Rep. Joseph Parolise questioned why the Blue Ribbon Committee > 


recommended salary increases for elected officials, when the elected 
officials in question, did not request such. Mr. Edward Gustafson of 
Exeter, N.H. of Exeter, asked to go on record in favor of the proposal 
submitted by the Salem Legislative Delegation and the Salem Senior 
Citizens. Mr. Gustafson asked the chair the charge of the committee, 
whereupon Rep. Boucher read the charge. Mr. Gustafson stated that he 


challanged the original charge of the committee regarding the salary of | 


the Sheriff. 


Mr. Peter Laughlin of Portsmouth spoke in favor of the Blue Ribbon — 


Salary Committee’s recommendations regarding the Register of Deeds. 


He stated that, as a lawyer, he spends alot of time in the Registry of 


Deeds. This salary increase, he stated, will help insure qualified people 
for this position. He noted the amount of responsibility of the position, 








stating that there would be many problems if it was not run so efficiently. | 
He asked to go on record in favor of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee’s © 


recommendations concerning the Registry of Deeds. Mr. Donald LaFave |

of Stratham asked to go on record in favor of endorsing the Blue Ribbon | 


Salary Committee’s recommendations. Rep. Jonn Kane of Exeter, N.H. 


stated that he hoped the committee did some work on job analysis for — 
elected positions. He questioned who determines the hours per day of | 
elected positions. He noted areas of responsibility, suggesting that the - 
committee look at these areas. He stated that it was his feeling that any - 


raises should become effective after the election. Mrs. T. Ann Webster | 


Marvel of Raymond, N.H. noted the responsibility of the Sheriff and 
Jailer. She underlined that there must be team work within the Sheriff's 


Department, in conjunction with a gut level confidence between 


deputies, and the other people who work with the Sheriff. 


Ch. Boucher stated that since it was the duty of the Blue Ribbon Salary 
Committee to act upon the salaries of elected officials, the Blue Ribbon 
Salary Committee would not consider the jailer position, since it isnot an 
elected office. 


The Chair asked for anyone else, who wished to submit testimony 


regarding their recommendations of elected officials salaries in

Rockingham County. Distributed to those attending the Public Hearing, | 


were designated sheets. Those attending were asked if they would sign 
their name under the position they felt most strongly in favor of. The

PURPOSE: To receive the report of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee 


The meeting to receive the report of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee was 
held this date in the Commissioners Conference Room of the Rockingham 
Nursing Home, Brentwood, New Hampshire. The Executive Committee 
answered the roll call by the Clerk as follows: Wilson, Maynard, Norton, 
Blanchette, Boucher, Pucci, Skinner, Smith, Quimby, Schwaner, Gage, 
Griffin. Others in attendance were: Commissioners: Prentiss, Driscoll and 
Barka, Mrs. Patricia J. Harry, Public Information Officer for Rockingham 
County; Mrs. Carrolle A. Hueter, Secretary, Rockingham County 
Commissioners; Ms. Sandra Goldsmith of the Haverhill Gazette; Ms. Martha 
Hamilton of the Portsmouth Herald and Mr. Harold Daniels of Foster's Daily 
Democrat. 


The meeting commenced at 10.00 A.M. Vice Chairman Helen F. Wilson 
proceeded with discussion regarding the Blue Ribbon Salary 
Committee, by turning the meeting over to Rep. Boucher, Vice Chairman 
of that committee. Rep. Boucher spoke to the Public Hearing, and the 
input received from the meeting. He informed Executive Committee 
members regarding the March 6th meeting of the Blue Ribbom Salary 
Committee, and the recommendations made at that meeting. The Blue 
Ribbon Salary Committee considered for action, response from the 
Public Hearing regarding the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee and the 
date and time of the implementation, if any action was taken. Rep 


Boucher in length, reviewed the March 6th meeting of the Blue Ribbon 
Salary Committee, for the benefit of the Executive Committee members. 
He underlined the fact that the Biue Ribbon Salary Committee did not 
discuss the salary of the jailer in there consideration of the salary for the 
position of Sheriff. He stated that, since the position of Jailer is an 
appointed position, the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee only acted upon 
their original charge. A motion was then made by Rep. Boucher to accept 
the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee report of March 6th 1978. Motion 
seconded by Rep. Pucci. Discussion followed by Rep. Quimby relative to 
his feelings regarding the report of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee. 
He stated that he was not happy with the report, stating that he could 
support a modest increase, and that he would support a cost of living 
increase. He spoke regarding the magnitude of the increase of Sheriff as 
being unreasonable. He stated that he would support an amendment that 
would provide for this increase following the next election for the next 
office holder. Conversation followed regarding when such salary 
increases would go into effect, as stated by State Statutes. 


A question was raised relative to the position of Jailer. Commissioner 
Prentiss spoke to this question, stating that the Commissioners are 
satisfied with the Sheriff in his duties as Jailer. Commissioner Prentiss 
informed Executive Committee members regarding a job description 
which is written for the position of Jailer, stating that this position is a 
grade |X position with a minimum salary range of $12,750.40 and a 
maximum salary range of $15,096.00. Copies of this job description were 
distributed to Executive Committee members. Rep. Quimby spoke to a 
point that was brought up in the beginning of the meeting, regarding 


whether the Executive Committee could reduce the salary of the Sheriff. 


He noted that Chapter 23, section 7 states that this could be done. The 
only stipulation was noted that such salary could not be reduced to be 
lower than what it was on December 31, 1972. (New Hampshire State 
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Statues Chapter 23, section 7) He stated that, because of this statue, 
these salary increases could be made effective November 1, 1978. Rep. 
Blanchette stated that it was her feeling that she would like to see the 
Executive Committee act in two ways. Firstly, to act upon the raises onan 
individual basis and secondly, to vote on the effective date of such raises. 
Several questions were raisec relative to the length of time involved in 
looking into the complete aspect of such salaries. Rep. Boucher stated 
that the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee was working under a time 
element, in getting their recommendations to the Executive Comittee, as 
per the charge. Rep. Pucci questioned through the Chair, the functions 
of the Sheriff. Commissioner Prentiss responded to this question, giving 
a full account of the duties and benefits of the position of Sheriff. After 
much discussion, Rep. Blanchette moved to amend the motion made by 
Rep. Boucher to divide the question into the different catagories for 
salaries so that they might be taken up in an individual order. This 
amended motion was seconded by Rep. Quimby. Discussion followed. 
A call for a vote on the amended motion was recorded in the affirmative. 


A motion was then made by Rep. Griffin to state that the salary of the 
Treasurer be at the maximum level of social security allowances 
($4,000.00) and in the event the federal government increase the 
maximum allowances for retirment of people on social security, the 
salary of the Treasurer be increased to that amount. This motion was 
seconded by Rep. Skinner. There being no discussion, the call of the 
vote was recorded unanimously in the affirmative. Rep. Quimby then 
moved the adoptions of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee’s 
recommendations, increasing the salary of the Register of Deeds from 
$19,000.00 to $24,000.00. This motion was seconded by Rep. Skinner. A 
rol! call vote was recorded as six in the affirmative and five in the negative. 
The Chair declared the motion passed. Rep. Norton then moved, 
seconded by Rep. Skinner to accept the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee’s 
recommendations regarding the salary increases for the 
Commissioners, noting the increase from $7,250. to $10,000. with an 
addition of $1,000. for the Chairman and $500. for the Clerk. Rep. Pucci 
then amended this motion to concur with the recommendation of the 
Salem Delegation, giving the Commissioners an increase from $7,250. to 
$8,000. with an additional $1,000. for Chairman and $500. for Clerk. Acall 
for a vote on the amended motion was recorded in the negative. The 
Chairman then called for a vote on the original motion. The motion was 
recorded in the affirmative, with two voting in the negative. 


Regarding the Sheriff's salary, Rep. Quimby moved to increase the salary 
of the Sheriff by $5,000.00. This motion was seconded by Rep. Smith. On 
a roll call vote, the motion was recorded as a tie, as the vote was 6 in the 
affirmative and five in the negative, with the Chairman voting to tie the 
vote. It was noted that the motion failed due to the lack of a majority vote. 
A motion was then made by Rep. Quimby, duly seconded by Rep. 
Schwaner to raise the salary of the Sheriff by $6,000.00. A roll call vote 
was recorded as eight in the negative and three in the affirmative. The 
motion lost. A motion was then made by Rep. Blanchette that the 
Executive Committee make no recommendations regarding the salary of 
Sheriff, and that they leave it up to the Delegation to vote upon such. This 
motion was seconded by Rep. Quimby. There being no discussion, a roll 
call vote was recorded as four in the affirmative and seven in the negative. 

The motion failed. A motion was then made by Rep. Boucher, duly 

seconded by Rep. Skinner to accept the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee's 


report regarding the salary increase for Sheriff, from the present 
$12,600.00 to $21,000.00, as was voted at the March 6th meeting of the 
Blue Ribbon Salary Committee. Discussion followed relative to the 
position of Sheriff. Rep. Schwaner spoke to the fact that the public 
questions how one man can do two jobs, and do them as efficiently as is 
done. More discussion followed, whereupon Rep. Quimby moved to 
amend the original motion to state that the salary of $21,000.00 be paid to 
the office holder, performing only the function of Sheriff of Rockingham 
County, and no other function, and that the encumbent be disassociated 
with any other functions he may have, at the time he receives the salary 
increase. This motion was seconded by Rep. Smith. Rep. Quimby then 
spoke to the intent of his motion. Lengthy discussion followed the 
motion. After considerable consideration regarding his motion, Rep. 
Quimby withdrew his motion. Rep. Smith withdrew her second. Acall for 
a vote on the original motion made by Rep. Boucher. The vote by roll call 
was recorded in the affirmative. A motion was then made by Rep. 
Blanchette, duly seconded by Rep. Quimby that no raises would come 
into effect until after the election. A roll call was then recorded as six in 
the affirmative and five in the negative, with the Chairman voting in the 
negative, to tie the vote. It was noted that the motion failed due to the lack 
of a majority vote. A motion was then made by Rep. Griffin, duly 
seconded by Rep. Norton that the salary increases take effect upon 
passage. There being no discussion, a roll call vote was recorded as five 
in the affirmative and six in the negative. The Chair wished to be 
recorded as voting in the affirmative, thus making the vote a tie. It was 
noted that the motion failed, due to the lack of a majority vote. After 
considerable discussion a motion was then made by Rep. Boucher, duly 
seconded by Rep. Skinner to accept the report of the Blue Ribbon Salary 
Committee of March 6th, with such salary increases to be effective 
January 1,1978. As there was no discussion, the vote by hand was 
recorded as five in the affirmative, six in the negative. The motion lost. 
Lengthy discussion followed relative to a motion that would prevail. A 
motion was then made by Rep. Quimby, duly seconded by Rep. Maynard 
to state that if such salary increases become approved, they become 
effective July 1, 1978. There being no further discussion, the vote was 
recorded seven in the affirmative and four in the negative. The motion 
was declared passed. 


Rep. Wilson stated that she has charged the Salary Sub-Committee with 
looking into the position of Jailer and the salary for that position. It was 
noted that the Salary Sub-Committee would meet, and present their 
recommendations to the Executive Committee at 9:30 A.M. Saturday, 
March 11, 1978 in the Commissioners Conference Room before the 
Executive Committee brings their recommendations before the full 
Delegation. A motion was then made by Rep. Boucher, duly seconded by 
Rep. Skinner that the Executive Committee discuss and set the salary of 
Jailer at this time. A vote on the motion was recorded in the negative. 


A motion was made by Rep. Norton, seconded by Rep. Boucher to adjourn 
the meeting. The motion passed. The meeting adjourned at 11:45 A.M.

Boucher to accept the budget figure of $9,034,814.26 for 
Rockingham County, which does not reflect any additional salary increases 
for elected officials. Motion carried. 


Rep. Blanchette moved, seconded by Rep. Boucher that the 
implementation for salaries of elected officials be set at December 31, 1978. 
Reps. Krasker, Pucci and Chapman spoke to the motion. Reps. Benton, 
Gaskill and Boucher spoke against the motion. Rep. Griffin moved, 
seconded by Rep. Parr to amend the motion to make the effective date of 
implementation July 1, 1978. Discussion followed. Rep. Niebling moved 
the question, duly seconded by 5. The motion was recorded as 25 in the 
affirmative, 36 in the negative. The motion lost. Rep. Hartford moved, 
seconded by Rep. Parr to amend the orginal motion for the date of 
implementation as October 31, 1978. Discussion followed. Rep. Blanchette 
moved the question, duly seconded and so voted. A call for a vote was 
recorded as 10 in the affirmative, 51 in the negative. The motion failed. Rep. 
Gaskill moved, seconded by Rep. Erler to amend the motion to January 1, 
1978.

Smith to move the question. It was so voted. A roll call was requested, 
seconded by 5 and so voted. The vote was recorded as 26 in the affirmative, 
35 in the negative. The motion lost. Rep. Grieco moved, seconded by Rep.

- midnight. Discussion followed. Rep. Quimby moved, seconded by Rep.

Blanchette to approve a salary increase for the County 
Treasurer from $3,000. to $4,000. Motion accepted in the affirmative. Rep. 

Norton to increase the salary of the 
position of Sheriff from $12,600. to $21,000. Rep. Pucci moved, seconded 
by Rep. Smith to amend this increase from $12,600. to $17,500. Lengthy 
discussion followed. Rep. Skinner moved, seconded by Rep. Norton to 
amend the amendment, to lay the salary for the position of Sheriff upon the 
table, until discussion regarding the position of Jailer was discussed. 
Discussion followed. A call for a vote on the amended amendment was 
recorded in the affirmative. Rep. Griffin moved, seconded by Rep. Maynard 
to lay the report of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee upon the table until 
the position of Jailer could be discussed. Much discussion followed. Rep.

Pucci to amend the motion to advise the 
County Commissioners that the Rockingham County Delegation wish this 
to be a policy, that the Commissioners would implement. Much discussion 
followed. Rep. Appei then withdrew her amendment. Rep. Pucci withdrew 
her second. Rep. Appel then moved the following resolution: That the 
Rockingham County Delegation advise the County Commissioners that itis 
the sense of the County Convention that any full-time county position, 
either elected or appointed, cannot hold another full-time county position, 
either elected or appointed. This resolution was seconded by Rep. 
Boucher. Discussion followed. Rep. Cotton moved the question, duly 
seconded by 5 and so voted. Rep. Campbell requested a roll call, duly 
seconded and so voted. The vote on the resolution was recorded as 35 in 
the affirmative, 25 in the negative. The resolution passed. 


Rep. Skinner spoke regarding the Salary Sub-Committee 
recommendations, whereby she moved, duly seconded by Rep. Erler that 
the position of Jailer be adopted at level IX, which is a salary range of 
$12,750. - $15,496. Rep. Benton moved, seconded by Rep. Erler to amend 
the motion to state that the position of Jailer be adopted at level IX, whichis 
a salary range of $12,750. - $15,496. and that if the same person holds both 
jobs, that the Jailer will be paid 50% of what ever the step recommendation 
for Jailer is agreed upon. Lengthy Discussion followed. Rep. Niebling 
moved to limit debate, duly seconded and so voted. The vote on the 
amended motion was recorded in the affirmative. The vote on the original 
motion as amended was voted in the affirmative. 


Recess for lunch - 12:50 P.M. - Reconvened at 1:25 P.M. The clerk call the 
roll to establish the presence of a quorum. 57 delegates present. Rep. 
Boucher asked for reconsideration of the vote for the County Treasurer. 
Rep. Boucher moved, duly seconded by Rep. Erler that the salary of the 


Treasurer be at the maximum level of social security allowances ($4,000.00) 
and in the event the federal government increases the maximum allowance 
for retirement of social security, the salary of the treasurer be increased to 
the amount. Discussion followed. Rep. Parolise moved, duly seconded to 
limit debate. Motion so voted. The motion on the floor was voted in the 
affirmative. 


Rep. Griffin moved, seconded by Rep. Parr to remove the Blue Ribbon 
Salary report from the table. Motion vote in the affirmative. Rep. Griffin 
moved, seconded by Rep. Ganley that the position of Sheriff be funded at 
$21,000. Rep. Pucci moved, seconded by Rep. Smith to amend the motion 
to $17,500. Rep. Pucci requested a roll call, duly seconded by 5 and voted. 
Motion voted 25 in the affirmative, 30 negative. Motion lost. Rep. Krasker 
asked to be recorded voting yes. Rep. Niebling moved, seconded by Rep. 
Benton to amend the motion to set the salary for the position of Sheriff at 
$19,000.00. Detailed discussion followed. Rep. Campbell moved, seconded 
by Rep. Kashulines to limit debate. Motion carried. Rep. Campbell 
requested a roll call, seconded by 5 and so voted. Vote on amended motion 
35 in the affirmative, 21 in the negative. Motion carried. The vote on the 
motion as amended was recorded by roll call as 30 in the affirmative and 25 
in the-negative. Motion as amended carried. 


Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. Griffin, to accept the Blue Ribbon 
Salary report regarding the salary recommendations for the County 
Commissioners ($7,250.00 to $10,000.00 with an additional $1,000.00 for 
Chairman and $500 for Clerk). Rep Gaskill moved, seconded by Rep. Pucci 
to amend the motion from $7,250. to $8,500. with an additional $500 
for Chairman and $250. for Clerk. Lengthy discussion followed. Rep. 
Blanchette moved, seconded by Rep. Ganley to limit debate. Motion 
carried. Rep. Gaskill requested a roll call, duly seconded and so voted. 
Motion recorded as 26 in affirmative, 29 in the negative. The motion lost. 
The Vice-Ch. then called fora vote on the orginal motion. Rep. Erler moved, 
seconded by 5 and so voted for a roll call. Motion recorded as 32 in the 
affirmative, 23 in the negative. Motion carried. 


Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. Skinner to adopt the: 
recommendations of the Blue Ribbon Salary Committee regarding the 
salary increase for the Register of Deeds. Rep. Niebling moved, seconded 
by Rep. Boucher to amend the motion to increase this salary from $19,000. | 
to $22,000. Lengthy discussion followed. Rep. Niebling requested a roll 4 
call, duly seconded by 5and so voted. The vote on the amended motion was 
in the affirmative. The vote on the motion as amended carried. Rep. Smith 
moved, seconded by Rep. Pucci that no member of the Executive 
Committee, serve more than 3 consecutive terms. Rep. Smith spoke to her 
motion. Motion lost. Rep. Griffin moved, seconded by Rep. Skinner to 
accept the revised budget of $9,046,698.26. Motion carried. It was stated 
that the total receipts was $6,187,381.69 and the net amount to be raised by 
taxes was $2,859,316.57. 


Rep. Blanchette moved, seconded by Rep. Skinner that the County 
Commissioners report back to the Executive Committee regarding the 
resolution passed this date by the County Convention. Motion carried. 


There being no further business to come before the Delegation, the meeting 
was adjourned at 2:43 P.M.

The Executive Committee met this date to discuss the disbursements and 
receipts for the first quarter. 


PRESENT: Representativess: Blanchette, Connors, Cummings, 
Cunningham, Erler, Maynard, Pucci, Quimby, Skinner, Wilson. 


OTHERS: Commissioners: Prentiss, Barka and Driscoll; Winston H. 
Lothrop, Treas.; Madeyin Walker, Dep. Treas.; Carrolle A. Hueter, Secretary 
To the Commissioners; Patricia J. Harry, Public Information Officer for 
Rockingham County; Susan Hardman, Director, Rockingham County 
Human Services Coordinating and members of the press. 


Because of illness in her family, Rep. Schwaner, Clerk, was unable to 
attend. Carrolle A, Hueter acted as clerk pro-tem. 


Rep. Boucher opened the meeting, speaking to the Executive Committee 
relative to a Title VIl congregate meals project. He explained that, 
presently, Rockingham and Strafford Counties are in a combined effort for 
such a project. He asked for consideration, to separate the two counties, so 
that Rockingham County could have a separate meals on wheels program. 
He stated that an estimated expenditure of $12,000.00 would be utilized for 
nutrition for the elderly, which would supply Rockingham County its first 
year congregate meals program. This $12,000.00 would be designated 
under a new line item within the Rockingham County budget. Advertising 
could be done through CETA for a nutrition specialist, bookeepping and 
staffing for secretarial positions. He explained that the State Council on 
Aging could then fund the nutrition specialist for the second year. 


Rep. Blanchette stated that this proposal should go before the Special 
Budget Request Committee for consideration. Rep. Boucher noted the 
June 19th deadline for the proposal. He stated that the Rockingham County 
Human Services Coordination Council will be developing a five year plan 
for the proposal for Rockingham County, but strongly advised that the 
proposal go before the Special Budget Request Committee. Rep. Boucher 
questioned whether the Executive Committee would approve an 
appropriation of $12,000 for a separate line item within the Rockingham 
County budget for this proposal. There being no questions with regard to 
the suggested proposal, Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. Pucci that 
the Executive Committee appropriate $12,000.00 for the elderly nutrition 
program in Rockingham County, pending the approval of this proposal by 
the Special Budget Request Committee. The motion was accepted in the 
affirmative by a unanimous vote. 


Both Reps. Quimby and Pucci strongly spoke in favor of the Rockingham 
County Human Services Coordinating Council developing the proposal for 
Rockingham County, stating that this agency does an excellent job in 
gathering information. Commissioner Prentiss spoke to a meeting with the 
Director of this agency, and the other Rockingham County Commissioners. 
He emphasized the importance of coordinating functions with the County. 


1st quarter disbursements: $2,114,586.18 
Rep. Cummings read each item for discussion. 


County Attorney: Commissioner Prentiss spoke to this item, explaining 
that, in the next years budget, consideration would be taken for expenses 
for under cover work, done by the County Attorney’s office. It was further 
suggested that the sub-committee for the County PROWESS review an 
accounting pian for next years budget. 


County Home: Commissioner Prentiss explained that cost accounting is 
now being done at the Rockingham County Nursing Home. He stated that 
the John Rich Company has been hired to do this cost accgunting. 


Direct Relief: $49,751.73. Rep. Wilson suggested that an appropriation be 
set aside for disasters within Rockingham County. 


Retirement: Questions were raised regarding the percentage of this item. 
Commissioner Prentiss explained that this amount is due to a matter of 
timing for premiums received. 


Cruisers: Commissioner Prentiss explained that the cruisers have been 
delivered to the Sheriff's Department, but that billing has not been done yet. 


Motion was made by Rep. Boucher and seconded by Rep. Cunningham to 
accept the reports in their entirety. Voted in the affirmative. 
Congratulations were given to the Commissioners for staying on top of the 
budgetary situation. 


Balance at the end of the first quarter: $2,493,647.80 

Total receipts were noted as $3,760,360.76 with a net budget surplus of 
$858,249.69. 

The total available was noted as $4,618,610.45, less total payments of 
$2,114,586. 18. 


Rep. Blanchette asked for a report from the Commissioners relative to the 
resolution made at the March 25th meeting of the Rockingham County 
Delegation regarding the sense of the County Convention that any full time 
county position, either elected or appointed, cannot hold another full time 
county position, either elected or appointed. Commissioner Prentiss 
advised Executive Committee members that a motion was made at the April 
10th meeting of the Board of Rockingham County Commissioners to ratify 
action for the position of jailer for Rockingham County. He informed 
Executive Committee members that the salary of the jailer was set at one 
half (%) of the maximum salary range of level IX or $7,748.00 yearly. Com. 
Prentiss explained that this salary was set and will remain in the best interest 
of the County. Rep. Blanchette spoke to the resolution made, stating that 
the position of Sheriff and Jailer conflict. Commissioner Prentiss noted the 
State Statutes regarding these positions, stating that the only position 
designated as full time was the position of County Attorney. Rep. Quimby 
spoke to these two positions, stating that they are two incompatible 
functions. He asked the Commissioners to look at these positions as two 
separate functions. Commissioner Prentiss stated that along with the 
Sheriff, the Board of Rockingham County Commissioners shares the 
responsibility of the jail. He emphasized that this decision was not political, 
and hopes the Delegation understands the judgement made. Discussion 
followed. Rep. Blanchette then moved that it be the sense of the Executive 
Committee in supporting the introduction of legislation to separate the 
position of Sheriff and Jailer in Rockingham County. Since this motion 
received no second, the motion failed. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, Rep. 
Cunningham moved to adjourn the meeting. Motion seconded by Rep. 
Erler and so voted. Meeting adjourned at 11:27 A.M.

A scheduled public hearing was held in the Hilton Auditorium of the 
Rockingham Nursing Home in Brentwod, New Hampshire for the purpose 
of the public reviewing proposals for a new jail facility to be located in 
Brentwood, New Hampshire.

Mazurka, Portsmouth Herald; Mr. Sheldon Toplitt, Manchester Union 


Leader; Mr. Harold Daniels, Fosters Daily Democrat and Mr. Robert Linden, 


WKXR. 


The meeting commenced at 7:30 P.M. with Rep. Cunningham, Chairman, 
Rockingham County Delegation, opening the meeting, stating that the 
Commissioners will speak in detail to the proposals, that a presentation of 
the proposed facilities will be made from Mr. Donald Sumner, Architect for 
Rockingham County and that questions could be then asked. 


Commissioner Prentiss introduced Mr. Donald Sumner, whereupon Mr. 
Sumner reviewed the floor plan and inclusions of the proposed facilities to 
be located in Brentwood. Mr. Sumner detailed the on-going learning 
experience of the Building Committee, together with the Rockingham 
County Commissioners and himself in his capacity as architect. He noted 
that several seminars have been attended and that several installations of 
newer facilities nationwide, have been visited to keep abreast of what is 
being done design wise, and what court decisions have been issued 
effecting the design of correctional facilities. Mr. Sumner stated that the 
designated correctional facilities, as of June 27, 1978, represents all the 
court decisions that influence the design and operation of a 
correction/detention facility. Mr. Sumner explained that, since a federal 
grant is involved, for the procurement of federal dollars to be used towards 
the proposed facilities, the proposal plans had to be submitted for review by 
the National Clearing House in Illinois, noting several changes which have 
been made as aresult of their response. Mr. Sumner stated that the National 
Clearing House informed him that the proposal plans have tried to address 
all the advanced concepts of correctional design, with the exception of a 
few minor exceptions, which have been corrected he noted. 


Mr. Sumner explained that the Sheriff's Department will be moved from the 
Rockingham County Administration and Justice Building in Exeter, and 
housed on the top floor of the proposed facilities. The main floor of the 
center wing, will be divided between male and female population. Each of 
the male and female areas will be divided into sentenced people and people 
who are detained, awaiting arraignment. He noted a capacity for forty-eight 
(48) sentenced cells and forty detained cells for males and twenty-four (24) 
cells each for sentenced and detained females. In addition to cell areas, he 
noted federal regulations that state that area has to be provided to inmates 
for game room area, recreation area, dining room area, excerise area, 
rehabilitation facilities for drug and alcohol and psychological rehabili- 
tation area. 


He emphasized an interesting feature of the new proposed jail facilities, 
noting a single control area, which will control both floors of the eight wing | 
male area and two wing female area. There will be visual observation of all 
eight male wings and all four female wings, he noted. Mr. Sumner stated 
that the proposed plan will be located near the water lagoon area, on land 
owned by Rockingham County, in Brentwood, New Hampshire. He also 
noted that the lower level of the proposed facility would encompass the 
reception/release area, conference area, garage area for Sheriff's 
Department vehicles, secure auto bay area, support facilities area which 
houses the mechanical room, kitchen area and laundry area for both males 
and females. 


Mr. Sumner noted that the square footage of cell areas and the layout of cell 
areas are mandated by court orders. He explained that the plans relative to 
the excerise area for the proposed facilities are still subject to some review 
by LEAA, the National Clearinghouse and local officials. He stated that the 
provided excerise area will be for all four categories (males: detained and 
sentenced and females: sentenced and detained), with approximately 400- 
500 square feet. He spoke to the size of windows and how that will effect the 
people’s confinement, stating that there will be three categories for security 
in the new facilities: maximim security, medium security and low security. 
Mr. Sumner noted that the actual window size has been edicted as to the 
width of the window, noting a 5 inch wide window, medium security areas 
allowance of a 10 inch wide window and a convential size window for low 
security. Mr. Sumner stated that the total square footage of the new facility 
will be 65,288 square feet. 


FACILITY COST FOR PROPOSED FACILITY 

Commissioner Prentiss stated that the total cost for such facility is five 
million dollars, speaking to a four and a half million dollar bond issue. He 
explained that, in breaking the costs down, the cost of the jail facilities, 
which was thoroughly reviewed by Mr. Sumner, amount to $3,800,000.00 of 
the $5,000,000.00 total. He stated that, included in the cost of the total is 
certain parts of the utility system which will be upgraded to support the new 
facilities, noting such items as a new elevated water storage tank (1/2 
million gallon tank), completely up-dating the water treatment facility, 
finding new sources of water, pumping and piping the water to the county 
complex, up-dating the sewer treatment system and repairing the riser to 
the existing water tank. He explained that the existing tank will be used as 
an auxilliary tank (50,000 gallon tank); which was purchased several years 
ago, second hand. This tank has been the source of water storage for 
drinking purposes at the Rockingham County complex, emphasizing that it 
is obsolete and will not give the capacity of water needed for further 
expansion at Brentwood. 


Commissioner Prentiss examined the minimum impact on the county tax 
rate, if the new jail facilities are planned and constructed at this time. He 
noted that the Building Committee met June 26, 1978 and voted 
unanimously to recommend to the public and the Rockingham County 
Delegation, a fifteen year bond issue in the total amount of 4.5 million 
dollars. He explained the reasoning of the vote for the 4.5 million dollar 
bond issue, stating that the estimated cost of the proposed new jail facilities 
and up-graded support facilities will be five million dollars, but that the: 
Delegation, in their wisdom over the past two years, has set aside 
$300,000.00 in the Capital Reserve Account for the purpose of constuction 
on the new jail. Also, application has been made to LEAA through the 
Governor’s Commision on Crime and Delinquency for a $300,000.00 grant 








proposal. He expressed his confidence in the award of this grant. He noted 
that with the availability of the LEAA grant of $300,000. and the $300,000. in 
the Capital Reserve Account, this total will reduce the bond issue. 


IMPACT ON COUNTY TAXPAYER 


Commisioner Prentiss stated that the total amount to be raised by taxes in 
1978 was $432,000.00 or 13% less than 1977. He explained that if the first 
year (1979) total yearly payment of principal (800,000.00) and the interest 
payments were added, it would total $547,500.00 Then if the figure of 
| $547,500.00 was added to the amount to be raised by taxes in 1978, thatthe 
increase would amount to 19%. He stated that since the amountto be raised 
by taxes is 13% lower than last year, the net effect would be a 6% increase. 
Commisioner Prentiss sighted an example, using his county tax bill. He - 
explained that the county tax equals a $1.30 per thousand in Exeter, stating 
that the 6% would equal .7¢ or $1.37 per thousand. He sighted an 
assessment of $50,000.00, noting the total impact for the first year for 
county taxes would be $3.50, emphasizing the minimum impact. He also 
noted the economics between a 15 year and 20 year bond issue. 


A question and answer period brought fourth the following questions and 
answers 


Representative Daniel Jones, Exeter, New Hampshire: 
QUES: What use will be made of the present jail facilities? 


ANS: Commissioner Prentiss stated the possibility of the current facilities 
being used as a county archives building, due to the tremendous problem 
with the storage of county records. 


QUES: What is the estimated annual change, if any in salaried personnel? 
Will it take more or less men to operate the new facility? 


ANS.: Commissioner Prentiss stated that the new facility will take less men. 
He noted an estimated projection for planning purposes, would indicate 
that the total personnel needed to operate the jail and detention facilities in 
| 1980 would require 20 people, as opposed to the current 23. He stated that, 
included in the total budget, is an increase in the jail population, increases 
in food costs, increases in clothing costs, maintenance costs and various 
fringe benefits such as social security for employees. He noted an 
operating cost increase of slightly under 25%. Commissioner Prentiss also 
advised that the four female matrons, currently working at the female 
detention facility, are currently being paid under an LEAA grant. These 
salaries will have to be picked up at the point in time when the new facility is 
operational. Commissioner Prentiss stated that the total appropiation for 
the jail/operation is currently $408,311.00 and projected $505,309.00 for 
1980. He emphasized the fact that Rockingham County will have one of the 
finest female detention facilities, and that other counties will probably 
utilize the female detention facility at a per diem charge. This income will 
help to offset the increase he explained. 


Representative Patricia M. Skinner, Windham, New Hampshire 


QUES: What will be the projected time this facility will come into effect? 


ANS: Commissioner Prentiss explained that, if the County Delegation 
approves the proposed facilities plans and the 4.5 million dollar bond issue, 
It must then go out to bid. The bids will be sent out to various interested 


contractors, which will enable a good response. Once all the bids are 
received, they will be carefully evaluated. He stated that, with all the 
preliminary work, an award would not be made until after October 1, 1978. 
Commissioner Prentiss stated that the possibility of exploring two 
contracts will be done: a site prep contract and a contract for construction. 


Representative Joseph A. MacDonald, Portsmouth, New Hampshire 


QUES: How much land is involved? Is it all county owned land? Any land 
acquisitions? 


ANS.: Commissioner Prentiss stated that all the land involved is county 
owned land, which will not involve a land acquisition. Commissioner 
Driscoll stated that the only possible exception would be the possibility ofa 
short access route from route 101. This he stated, would involve 100-200 
feet of property from Route 101 to the area where the Fire Training School 
is. He spoke to his conversation with the fire cheif in Brentwood and Exeter, 
noting the mutual aid program in Brentwood, stating that this approach 
would be much safer and much more accessable to the new proposed 
facility. 


He noted a meeting held regarding this proposal with Mr. John A. Clements, 


Commissioner, Public Works and Highways and the Board of Rockingham 
County Commissioners, further stating that a further meeting will be held 
with Mr. McCrone from the Public Works and Highways Newington 
Division. Commissioner Prentiss spoke to the possibility of the county j 
being granted a right-of-way. Commissioner Driscoll stated that currently, 
the land in question, is land locked, with no access. 


Commissioner Ernest P. Barka, Derry, New Hampshire: 
QUES: What is the current bond indebtness of Rockingham County? 
QUES: What shape is the county in? 


ANS: Commissioner Prentiss stated that the total amount, as of June 27, 
1978 is $2,810,140.00. He explained that there still is seven (7) years to 
complete in paying off the bond for the Rockingham County Administration 
and Justice Building, also noting the hospital bonds for the construction of - 
the Balisdell Building and the sewage bonds for the expansion of the sewer. 
The amount due this year including principal and interest on the present 
indebtness is $289,000.00 he stated. 


Representative Wilfred R. Cunningham, Hampton, New Hampshire 


QUES: Will there be any further interference from federal and other 
agencies regarding the changing, if any, of the new facilities? 


ANS: Mr. Sumner spoke to this question, stating that once construction is 
started under certain terms and conditions, generally, plans could be 
completed as planned. 


Representative Daniel Jones, Exeter, New Hampshire 


QUES: Do we have case work people, and are they included in the 
budgetary figures? 


ANS: Commissioner Prentiss informed Mr. Jones that currently, a printing 
program is being run for sentenced people at the jail. This program, he 
noted, is being paid for from Manpower and Vocational Educational funds. 
Also, an LEAA grant has been started, which involves four counties for 








alchol and drug abuse. An individual has been assigned to this grant whois 
full time for Rockingham and Strafford Counties, he stated. He noted that 
currently, the printing program, as well as the person assigned to the drug 
and alcohol abuse program, are located in the old Administration Building 
in Brentwood. Commissioner Prentiss also spoke to the possibly of an 
electronical components facility locating an assembly shop in the new 
facilities, where prisoners could assemble electronic components. 


Representative Joseph A. MacDonald, Portsmouth, New Hampshire 
QUES: Does the cost include a security fence? 


ANS: Mr. Sumner informed Mr. MacDonald that this cost does include a 
security fence around the entire facility. 


Mr. Robert Burke, Exeter, New Hampshire spoke to the Commissioners 
regarding his interests in fitness, diet, and health. He noted the correlation 
between human activity and the design of the proposed facilities, noting 
two words: correction and rehabilitation. He stated that if the county wants 
to sincerely rehabilitate people, the end product would be paramount. Mr. 
Burke spoke to his recommendations for the design of the new proposed 
facilities stating that light spectrum be given serious consideration, 
stressing this also relates to diet. He asked that more window space be 
considered, if possible. He also stated that the excerise area should be a 
climate controlled area, and made much bigger so that equipment can be 
put in. By doing this, it will teach the inmate how to measure his physical 
activity, relating to his psycologial behavior and diet. He explained that this 
facility could be utilized by county officials and others interested for stress 
testing for heart disease and health maintenance levels. He distributed 
copies of his comments regarding profile testing. 


Representative Daniel Jones, Exeter, New Hampshire: 
QUES: What are we doing for juneniles? 


ANS: Commissioner Driscoll spoke to this question, stating that 
Rockingham County has no authority to keep sentenced juveniles, only 
retain them until they go to court. He noted that there are 4 cells catagorized 
for juveniles within the new facilities, but empasized that these cells are only 
for retention, not for incarceration. 


Representative Leonard Sanborn, Kingston, New Hampshire: 
QUES: What is the anticipated interest rate? 


ANS: Mr. Lothrop, Treasurer of Rockingham County, spoke to this 
question, informing Rep. Sanborn that the anticipated borrowing rate for 
fifteen years is 5.5% and 6% for twenty years. 


Mr. Robert Linder, WKXR Radio Station, Exeter, New Hampshire: 


QUES: How many people will the new facilities hold compared to the 
present facility? 


ANS: Commissioner Prentiss spoke to this question, stating that the new 
facilities will accomodate 136 individuals. He noted that the present 
women’s detention facilities accomodates seven, with the new female 
detention facility to accomadate 24. Relative to pre-trial detainees, the new 
facility will hold 48, he stated. 


Representative Ashton Norton, Hampton, New Hampshire, stated that the 
Building Committee of the Rockingham County Delegation, the Board of 
Rockingham County Commissioners, as well as the Architect, Mr. Donald 
Sumner, should be complimented for their assistance in planning the new 
facilities, stressing the careful planning regarding the accessibility for the 
mutual aid program for local fire departments, should a fire arise. 


Mr. Sumner then spoke to the safety features relative to the proposed 
facility. He stated that the complete system will be equipped with a sprinkler 
system, smoke and heat detectors, and emphasized the pitch of the roof. He 
stated that, in planing the roof pitch in that fashion, it would accomodate a 
more easier construction plan, should solar heating be incorporated. 


Representative Daniel Jones, Exeter, New Hampshire 
QUES: Does the new facility provide for expansion? 


ANS: Mr. Sumner spoke to this question, stating that wings can be easily 
added on, and that extensions can be made on wings. 


QUES: What type of safety features will be incorporated in the new facility? 


ANS: Mr. Sumner stated that all the safety features within the new facilities 
are all mandated relative to the choice of materials. 


There being no further questions to come before the Public Hearing, the 
Chairman of the Rockingham County Delegation declared the meeting 
closed at 8:30 P.M.

The Chairman called the meeting at 10:08 A.M. and requested the Clerk to 
call the roll. Fifty one representatives answered the call. A quorum was 
established. The Chairman stated that the purpose of the meeting was to 
review and allow the County Commissioners to issue 15 year bonds 
totalling $5,000,000.00 under New Hampshire RSA 28 and Municipal 
Finance Act for a new Jail, House of Correction, Sheriff's Department and 
ancillary capital improvements. 


Mr. Sumner, Architect for Rockingham County, explained in detail, the 
plans of the proposed facility. Mr. Sumner explained the information 
gathered for a grant, which was submitted to the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration. He explained that since federal money was not 
available at that time, the grant was refined, to find additional needs of the 
county and resubmitted to the National Clearing House for Criminal Justice 
Planning and Architecture. Several changes were suggested regarding 
design and layout by the National Clearing House, which were addressed 


and approved. 


Mr. Sumner also spoke in detail to the design of the proposed structure, 
noting that there are three types of classification access available: general 
access, semi-access and very secure access. Mr. Sumner spoke to the 
exterior rendering of the building, explaining that the roof pitch was 
designed to give natural sunlight to the areas designated as day room space 
at the upper level. He stated that the roof has been designed at a steep 
angle, keeping in mind the solar heating concept. 


Rep. Parolise questioned the number of females incarcerated in 
Rockingham County. Com. Prentiss explained that in the past, females 
from Rockingham County had to be incarcerated in other facilities that 
could accomodate them. He further explained that Rockingham County is 
now in the process of generating a formal contract with Strafford County so 
that female prisoners will be sent to the new Rockingham County 
Jail/House of Correction at a cost to be determined. He added that there 
will be the capability of serving one or more counties which will generate 
income. 


Com... Prentiss explaineu the schedule distributed, which shows the 
payments to be made fora fifteen year bond both in principal and interest. 
He explained that the total yearly payments will be $6,480,000.00 and that 
the present long-term indebtedness over the next fifteen years would be 


$2,520,642. Com. Prentiss also explained in detail, the projected effect on 
the tax rate, noting that the new facility would increase the county tax for the 
first year by $8.50 and that the cost of the bond issue to individuals should 
average approximately $7.00 per year over the fifteen year period, totaling 
$105. 


Reviewed in length was facility capacity. Com. Prentiss explained that the 
new facility will have a capacity for forty-eight (48) sentenced cells and forty 
(40) detained cells for males and twenty-four (24) cells each for sentenced 
and detained females. He also explained that the new facility will require 
less personnel. He noted the estimated projection for planning purposes, 
would indicate that the total personnel needed to operate the jail and 
detention facility in 1980 would require 20 people, as opposed to the current 
23. Com. Prentiss further explained that the four female matrons, currently 
working at the female detention facility, are currently being paid under an 
LEAA grant. These salaries will have to be picked up at a point in time when 
the new facility is operational. 


Rep. Jones questioned whether the new facilities would require more 
maintenance, utility services and janitoral services. Com. Prentiss 
explained that the new facilities should not require an increase in 
maintenance. Mr. Sumner added that as an estimated rule of thumb, the 
new facility would require 2/3 of a gallon of oil per square foot per year for 
heating costs. Rep. Pucci questioned the usage of the present jail facility, 
once vacated. Com. Prentiss spoke to the possibility of utilizing this 
building as a county archives building for Rockingham County. Rep. 
Tavitian questioned whether the Rockingham County Delegation of 1978 
could act upon voting bonds for the construction of new jail facilities, 
explaining that many delegates will not be involved with the 1979 
Delegation. Rep. Boucher spoke to this statement, stressing the court 
mandate. He emphasized that the 1978 Rockingham County Delegation 
should move forward and act upon this issue. 


Rep. Norton spoke to Executive Committee meeting of July 14th, where he 
suggested that a larger pipe be considered in the estimate of costs for new 
detention facilities and additional capital improvements. He made 
references to Page 3, Item 3 and Page 5, Item 6, which will utilize 8 inch 
piping. He strongly suggested 12 inch piping, emphasizing that this size 
would be more adequate to take care of the needs of the new facility. Mr. 
Sumner spoke to this suggestion, stating that for long range planning 
purposes, this suggestion was very feasible. He stated that it would cost 
Rockingham County an estimated $35,000 - $36,000 more if the pipe size 
was increased from 8 inch to 12 inch, adding he felt it was a good move. 


The Chairman asked if there were any further questions. There being none, 
Rep. Boucher then moved the following motion: 

MOTION: 

That the County Commissioners are authorized to issue 15 year bonds 
totalling $5,000,000. under New Hampshire RSA 28 and the Municipal 
Finance Act for a new jail, house of correction and sheriff's department 
facility and ancillary utility improvements, that the amount of money inthe 
capital reserve account shall be utilized to reduce the total authorized 
borrowing, that the Commissioners are authorized to contract for federal 
aid which may be spent for the project, provided that the total authorized 
borrowing shall be reduced by the amount of federal grants obtained for the 
purpose of carrying out the project. 





This motion was seconded by Rep. Wilson. Discussion followed the 
motion. Rep. Tavitian rose in opposition to the motion, stressing that a 
great deal of money will be spent. Rep. Schwaner reminded delegates of the 
court mandate. The Chairman then called for a vote on the motion. A vote 
by roll call showed 48 in the affirmative, 2 in the negative. Rep.Tavitian 
wished to be recorded as voting in the negative. It was also noted that Com. 
Barka took Rule 16. The Chairman declared the motion passed. 


Also brought before the meeting was the Title VII congregate meals project 
for the elderly. Rep. Boucher spoke to this program. explaining that 
presently, Rockingham and Strafford Counties are a combined effort for 
such a project. He note the vote taken at the April 21st meeting of the 
Executive Committee, whereby the Executive Committee voted to — 
appropriate $12,000. for the elderly nutrition program in Rockingham 

County,pending the approval of this proposal by the Special Budget 
Request Committee. The motion made at the April 21st meeting would 
separate the two counties, so that Rockingham County could have a 
separate Meals On Wheels Program. He further explained that the 
expenditure of $12,000. would be utilized for nutrition for the elderly, which 
would supply Rockingham County its first year congregate meals program. 
Rep. Boucher further explained the two suggested motions made by the 
State Council on Aging. He noted that the Special Request Committee has 
reviewed this proposal in length and have approved it. Rep. Blake spoke in 
favor of the proposal, stating the problems of senior citizen groups in 
Rockingham County getting the proper service from Strafford County. He 
stressed the need for service in the Rockingham County Area. Rep. 
Boucher explained that this program will provide an additional 101 meals a 
day and provide for anew site. A new sit location has not been established, 
although there is a site available under the proposal, he stated. He also 
stated that the project director has not been chosen. Advertising and 
, avaluating will be done in hiring such a person based on qualifications. 
Com. Prentiss stated that this program is fully endorced by the board of 
Rockingham County Commissioners. There being no futher question, Rep. 
Boucher then moved the following motion;

| move that the County Convention ratify and approve the application made 
by the Rockingham County Commissioners to the State Council on Aging 
for a Nutrition Project Award under Title VII of the Older Americans Act, for 
the twelve months beginning October 1, 1978, and that the County 
Commissioners be authorized to accept a grant or grants to Rockingham 
County pursuant to said application, and to enter into supplementary and 
related agreements and contracts and execute related documents, incident 
to the program. 

This motion was seconded by Rep. Griffin. Discussion followed. Acall fora 
vote on the motion was recorded unanimously in the affirmative. 


Rep. Boucher then offered the following motion, in conjunction with the 
first motion relative to the Title Vil Nutrition Project:

| move that the Rockingham County Commissioners ratify and approve the 
application made by them to the State Council on Aging for a Nutrition

In the year of rising cost and rising taxes, the County experienced a 13.9% 
reduction in the amount to be raised by taxes over the year 1977. This 


resulted from tight budgeting, increased revenues and a substantial net 
budget surplus. 


During the year plans were formalized for the construction of a new jail & 
House of Correction together with a relocated Sheriff's facility. Along with 
the facility there is to be an update of the water and sewer utilities. For the 
project the County Convention authorized a bond issue of $5,000,000. In 
the early fall site preparation was begun. Bids are expected in early March 
1979 for the construction contract. 


At the Nursing Home the N.H. Division of Welfare informed us that the 
Medicaid reimbursement to the County would be increased $1.01 to $33.49 
effective October ist. The Commissioners began a study of the feasability 
of a privately owned and operated housing for the elderly project with a 
county operated “Adult Day Care” program. 


Progress was made in the development of a County-wide solid waste 
disposal system with emphasis on resource recovery and refuse to energy. 


The county employees began a new era when they entered a newly 
established personnel system. Includedin it are :apay classification plan; 


merit pay raises based upon an employee evaluation manual; personnel | 


rules and regulations; personnel commission comprised of each of the 


elected County Officers, and a Personnel Officer. With this system | 


employees have lateral and upward mobility between and within county 
departments, with equal pay for equal work in each of the departments. As 
the Commissioners commented, “The county employees have been finally 
brought into the 20th century.” 


Com. Prentiss was named to the Environment & Energy Steering 
Committee of the National Association of Counties (NACO). Com. Driscoll 
was reappointed to the NACO Employment Steering Committee. There are 
12 such committees and 30 members on each committee. Commissioner 
Driscoll was elected President of the N.H. Association of Counties

An analysis of change in current financial condition of the County during 
the fiscal year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the 
change indicated therein.

The audit and examination of the escrow accounts in the custody of the 
clerk revealed a balance of $438,135.88. Passbooks and the records of the 
clerk were in balance. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71:27A of the Revised Statues 
Annotated, the Auditor's summary of findings and recommendations 
(Letter of Transmittal) must be published in the next annual report of the 
County. This letter, therefore, must be published in its entirety, but 
publication of the Exhibits included in this report is optional at the 
discretion of the County Commissioners.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies: 


| Funds: 


Under governmental accounting, self balancing financial statements are 


| prepared for each fund. A fund is defined as an independent accounting 


and fiscal entity with a self-balancing group of accounts set up for the 
purpose of recording cash and/or other resources together with all related 


| liabilities, obligations, reserves and equities which are segregated for the 


purpose of carrying on specific activities or attaining certain objectives in 


| accordance with special regulations or limitations. Please refer to the 
i exhibits enumerated in the Table of Contents for the funds included in this 
| report. 


Accounting Method: 


The general accounting system of Rockingham County is on the modified 
accrual basis which includes the accountability of taxes receivable and 
other substantial accounts receivable when earned. It is the practice of the 
County to carry forward unexpended capital expenditure appropriations, 
representing those expenses which are committed or actually incurred. 
This practice is consistent with that of the preceding fiscal years.

Gentlemen: 


| am pleased to report the successful implementation of the new 
computer system for processing and printing the indexes of all the land 
records of the 37 communities comprising Rockingham County. This is a 
first among land recording offices in the State and probably in New 
England. This new system permits all the indexing to be done on the 
premises instead of sending the work to a commercial, out-of-state 
computer center. The benefits to the county and public are many, 
including: vital information is more readily available, the indexes are more 
accurate and will be less expensive to create. 


The re-indexing project of the period 1920-1939 has been completed 
and the books are available for use by the public. Re-indexing of all other 
non-alphabetical indexes will be processed on the new in-house computer 
which will result ina much more efficient operation and will save the public 
considerable reseach time when the project is completed. 


The project of refilming the photostat books for preservation purposes 
was continued throughout 1978. At the request of the Clerk of Court, the 
office undertook the task of processing their microfilm on a cost basis. For 
several years the office has been processing the security film for the 
Registry of Probate. 


Receipts turned over to the Rockingham County Treasurer during 1978 
totalled $403,672. showing an increase of $46,893. over the previous year. 
Expenditures totalled $308,000. which gave the Rockingham County 
treasury a $95,000. surplus from the operation of the Registry of Deeds. 


The capabilities and dedication of the staff at the Deeds office, as well 
as the co-operation of the Commissioners and Delegation, permitted a very 
rewarding year.

THE SHERIFF'S DEPARTMENT 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


The year of 1978 has seen many increases in the activities of the 
Rockingham County Sheriff's Department. The Civil Office received and 
processed 8,559 civil actions, an increase of 1,172 over the previous yeas 
which earned $125,500 in revenue for the County. 


Of the 431 indictments handed down by the Grand Jury, 92 of these 
indictments were obtained by this department for criminal prosecution. 
This number was more than any other town or law enforcement agency 
procured. Included in these offenses for criminal prosecution were 
burglaries, thefts, forgeries, assualts, possession, selling and 
manufacturing of controlled drugs, arson and attempted murder. 


A new Base Station allows us new capabilities on the National Mutual Aid 
Frequency and also gives us additional back-up proficiency on our primary 
circuits. We installed remote receivers in three locations in the County to 
assist us in hearing the hand held portables. The purchase of a Microfiche 
System has enabled the Dispatch Center to have instant listings of car 
registrations at their fingertips which vastly improves our service to mobile 
units throughout the County. The Communications part of the department 
continued to grow with additional phone lines, including one for Civil 
Defense and also digital alarms for burglaries, medical emergencies and 
fires. The number of radio transmissions logged has increased to over 
225,000 and the incoming telephone calls has risen to over 87,600 many of 
which are of an emergency nature. 


There were 353 Polygraph examinations administered by the Sheriff's 
Department in 1978 for several agencies including state, federal, other 
counties and the military. The majority of these were burglary cases and the 
remaining consisted of thefts, rapes, assaults and arsons. This valuable tool 
not only verfies guilt, but exonerates the innocent. } 


The entire Department will continue to serve the increased demand for 
services to all citizens of Rockingham County to the best of their ability and 
endeavor to operate under a reasonable and restricted budget for the 
benefit of all taxpayers. 


At this time | wish to acknowledge and extend my thanks to all the law 
enforcement agencies whether it be local, county, state or federal who 
provide assistance and cooperation to our department in our efforts to 
lower the crime rate in Rockingham County. | would also like to thank you, 
the Commissioners, the Sheriff's Sub-committee and all the dedicated 
representatives to the County Convention who make it possible for us tg 
fulfill our responsibility to the citizens of this County.

| Once again it was a busy year for the Jail/House of Correction withthe 
records showing that the number of held/boundovers increased from 1093 
to 1312, a 20% change. The number of days that these same inmates were 
held decreased from 8816 to 7988, a change of 9.4%. Total admissions for 
1978 was 1617. 





With the completion of the renovations of the Carlisle Building we were 
able to satisfactorily house female prisoners for the first time. This of 
course caused the hiring for 3 shifts of female correctional officers to staff 
this facility. Being able to quarter female inmates has saved the County the 
expenditure of boarding them out which had become very costly.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The general accounting system of the Rockingham County 
Cooperative Extension Service is on the cash basis. General 
operating expenses are budgeted on a twelve month basis. All 
bills have been received and paid before December 31. This 
practice is consistent with that of the preceding fiscal year. 


COMPARATIVE STATEMENT OF TREASURER’S ACCOUNT 


The unused balance of the County appropriation is returned to 
the County Treasurer as of December 31, 1978 and 1977.

Check 
Number 5942 dated December 30, 1977 for $5,425 was returned 
to County Treasurer on January 24, 1978.

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Report of the Rockingham/Strafford Employment and Training Consortium 
The Rockingham/Strafford Employment and Training Consortium 
(RSETC) was formed in the Spring of 1974, through the efforts of the two 
Boards of County Commissioners. It was established to apply for and 
receive federal funds under “The Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973” as amended. 


Since that time the Consortium has operated subsidized employment and — 
training programs for some 14,000 residents of the two-county area. Inthe 
last fiscal year (October 1, 1977 through September 30, 1979), the 
Consortium provided CETA services to some 3,008 individuals who were 
economically disadvantaged unemployed and underemployed. 


Some 679 participated in vocational training activities, either in the public or 
private sectors. Classroom training was offered in a variety of occupations 
such as, licensed practical nursing, nurse assistant, electronics, business 
occupations, bookkeeping, machine tool, auto body repair, and printing. 
Some 127 received their skill training in the private sector, working for local 
businesses. Some 73% successfully completed training and obtained 
unsubsidized employment in the private sector. 


Last year was the first year for the new youth programs. The consortium 
established training and employment programs for the economically 
disadvantaged youth across the two counties. Some 371 youths were 
served in both full-time and part-time training and work opportunities. 
Another 804 participated in work and training activities under the summer > 
youth program. 


Last year was the second year for the public service projects program. 
Some 917 persons who had been longterm unemployed obtained 
temporary employment within one of the 35 projects that were created. 
These were operated by most of the cities, towns, public and private-non- 
profit agencies in the two-county area.

The Consortium was awarded some $7.1 million and expended $6.7 million, 
achieving some 94% of the activity planned. Only 6% of the total funds used 
were spent on administrative costs. Overall it was a very satisfying year, 
both in terms of people served and community involvement.
